1. The Response filed January 16, 2004 is acknowledged. 

2. Upon fiirther review of Applicants' newly added claims (e.g., claims 130-135), an 
additional restriction and/or election of species was deemed necessary (see below). 

3 . Please note that all previous species election requirements remain in effect. 

Election/Restriction 

4. Upon review of the instant case, the application was deemed to contain claims directed to 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention. Election from the following species is 
required. Note: applicant must elect one species from each subgroup below. Claim 1 is generic 

Subgroup 1: Species of at least three excipients (e.g.. see claim 131) 

Applicant must elect, for the purposes of search, a sinsle species of at least thre 
excipients e.g., acidulents, solubilizing components, etc, 

5. Please Note: Applicants must disclose which claims read on the elected species (see 
paragraphs 8 and 9 below). 

6. The species are distinct, each from the other, because their structures and modes of action 
are different. They would also differ in their reactivity and the starting materials from which

they are made. For different species of method, the method steps for each species would differ. 
Moreover, the above species can be separately classified. Consequently, the species have 
different issues regarding patentability and represent patentably distinct subject matter. 
Therefore, this does create an undue search burden, and election for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

7. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

1 L Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
